WASzr HE King's Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament, 
== having heard a Supplication preſented unto them 
by David Ersine of Dun, mentioning, T hat the 
Bridge upon the Water of Norzhes, commonly 
called the Northwater-Bridge, built by the Peti- 
tioner's Predeceffors, is now decayed, and in many Places 
thereof become ruinous, and wants Rails and Ledges ; which 
being a common Paſlage to and from the North of Scorland, 
there is a great Neceſlity that the famen be repaired and up- 
held: HumsLy therefore deſiring, a certain Cuſtom might be 
appointed and ordained to be uplifted and collected by the Pe- 
titioner, and ſuch as'ſhould be authorized by him, for .repai- 
ring and upholding of the faid Bridge, as the Supplication at 
length bears. Which being taken into Conſideration, the King's 
Majeſty, with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, 
Statutes and D2dains, © That for the ſpace of Twenty 
Years after the Date hereof, an Impoſition of T'wo Penies S$cozs 
on each Foot-perſon carrying Burden, Four Penies upon each 
Cart, Four Penies upon each Horſe carrying Load, Four Penies 
upon each Bull or Cow, Four Penies upon each Sowm of Sheep, 
Two Penies on each Sowm of Lambs,and Six Penies upon each 
Horſe with a Rider; Of all Perſons, Beſtial, Loads, and others 
foreſaid, that ſhall happen to croſs the ſaid Northwater-Bridge, 
to be uplifted, colle&ted and gathered thereat, by ſuch. Per- 
ſons as ſhall be appointed by the faid Laird of Dun for that 
Effet: And to theend the ſaid Impofition may be truly col- 
le&ed and applied for the Uſe aforeſaid, the King's Majeſty 
and Eſtates of Parliament, do recommend to the Lairds of 
Balmain and Pitaro younger, for the Shire of Mearys, and 
© to theLairds ofBalnamoonand Clova for Angus, to lee that the 
* Sums collected, be imployed for repairing and upholding of 
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© the ſaid Bridge, in Manner abovementioned.
